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W. D. SHARP MEETS _ / 

WITH BAD ACCIDENT 


Loses Right Arm Through 
Being Run Over by 
Wagon 

W. D. Sharp, whose home is 
about twelve miles north of town 
met with a serious accident on 
Saturday night, when he fell 
from his wagon, the vehicle pass¬ 
ing over his right arm and smash¬ 
ing it so badly that it had to be 
amputated. , 

Mr. Sharp left town with a 
tank of oil, about eight o’clock in 
the evening, and started for 
home. He fell asleep while driv¬ 
ing, «and awoke when about a 
mile from town to find that the 
lines were trailing between the 
team. He endeavoured to get 
them, when his horses started to 
run and he fell between them, 
one of the wheels passing over 
his right arm. Within two min¬ 
utes of the accident, Mr. Devore, 
who was passing with his team, 
found Mr. Sharp, and proceeded 
to do what he could for the in¬ 
jured man when Carl Dole, who 
was coming to Vulcan, came up 
with his car. Mr. Sharp was put 
into the car and brought to town 
where Dr. Knowles temporarily 
dressed the arm, which was ir¬ 
recoverably mangled. He was 
then taken by car to High River 
by Dr. Knowles, R. D. Stowell 
and Merviri Kehr. Arrived there 
a consultation was held, and as 
it was seen th%t there was no 
chance of saving the arm, it was 


amputated close to the shoulder. 
The latest word from the hos- 
pftal is to the effect that Mr. 
Sharp is getting along nicely.

COUNCIL HAVE LONG 

MEETING THURSDAY 


Decide on Fire Protection, 
Rescind Milk Bylaw and 
Approve Pound Bylaw 

A meeting of the council was. 
held on Thursday evening at the 
offices of the secretary-treasurer, 
all the councillors being present. 

Having disposed of the minutes 
of the previous meeting the ques¬ 
tion of the fire protection was 
taken up and discussed. The pro¬ 
posal is that twp ’ cisterns, each 
measuring 12 feet' by 40. feet by 
8 feet, with a capacity of 30,000 
gallons be constructed, and a 
four cylinder engine for (jumping 
purposes, be purchased. The 
entire scheme will ^cost .about 
$7,000, $4,300 for the engine and 
the balance for the cisterns. The 
matter was favourably viewed 
and will be taken*up conditional 
to the Utilities commission grant¬ 
ing the village power to raise the 
necessary money by debenture. 
The contract for ' the* engine is 
also signed conditional to this. 

The tax rate for the coming 
year is to be 35 mills, 3i for de¬ 
bentures, 6 for Patriotic, and the 
balance for general purposes. 
The village has now the power 
to tax for Patriotic purposes,and 
the proposed rate will bring in 
about $1,000. 

Congestion of street traffic has 
of late caught the eye of the 
council, ar.d in future there will 
be a bylaw compelling drivers of 
all vehicles leaving thvrn up 
against the sidewalk instead of 
anywhere in the street. The 
congestion opposite the post of¬ 


fice has been very great of late, 
cars, buggies and wagons reach¬ 
ing almost across the street, In 
the interests of public safety and 
convenience this has to be dis¬ 
continued. 

Two fifty feet lengths of hose 
are tu be ordered for the chemi¬ 
cal fire -engines. 

The milk bylaw which enforced 
a tax of $20, was rescinded by a 
motion from Henry seconded by 
Charters, and a new one will be 
drawn up for the next meeting. 

An important bylaw, one re¬ 
garding animals at large, was 
brought up, and will be published 
in full. The outline of it is that 
hogs, chickens, horses and cows 
other than milk cows are out laws 
and milk cows will be allowed to 
be at large between the hours of 
7 a.m. and 7 p.m. For the re¬ 
maining twelve hours they must 
be kept secured.

The meeting then adjourned to 
meet at the call of the secretary.

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THE RURAL HOSPITALS QUESTION .* 

If any proof as to the general desire for 
municipal hospitals, is required it is found in the 
number of applications which are being made'to 
the department of municipal affairs. A largje 
number of the towns in the province have made 
application to have them established and the 
department is at present working on the matter 
of approving suggested hospital districts and 
fixing the boundaries thereof. 

If Vulcan is to have a hospital it is quite 
time that some action was being taken in the 
matter. For many reasons Vulcan is the logical 
centre for a hospital. The amount of territory 
extending north, west and east of us is without 
any centre as good as this would be.- To the 
south there are other towns, one .of which— 
Carmangay—has already applied for a hospital. 
But there is sufficient field for Vylcan to serve 
in the three points mentioned for a hospital dis¬ 
trict to be established as soon as possible, and 
the less time we lose in the matter of doing 
something definite the better. Co-operative 
action on the part of the governing councils in 
the district should be brought about as soon as 
possible in order that neither time or opportuni¬ 
ty be lost. 


THE THREATENED FOOD SHORTAGE 

After almost three years of war the world 
is entering upon the last and most serious stage 
of the condition brought about by the conflict, 
the question of its food supply. It is the natur¬ 
al outcome of all upheavals of settled labour. 
All wars bring the same problem in their train; 
the greater the war the greater, in proportion, 
is the problem, and the present war is threaten¬ 
ing to reduce the world to absolute want Prac¬ 
tically forty million men have been called to the 
colours of the warring nations, men who were 
in times of peace helping to feed the world in¬ 
stead of living on the labour of other people. 
Over and above this number is the vast army 
of men and women kept busy in the munition 
works. Let us try and realize the difference this 
makes to the question of supply and demand. 

Of the nations at war England, France and 
Italy depended, in times of peace, upon Russia, 
Rumania and Bulgaria for most of their food¬ 
stuffs. These sources are now cut off, and the 
onus of supporting them is thrown on to the 
American continent Great Britain is depend¬ 
ing oa America and in transporting her food 
has lost one million tons of food-carrying ships 
since the first of February of this year. Her 
supply and that of the rest of the Allies is ser¬ 
iously threatened by the German submarines. 
On this side of the Atlantic conditions promise 
a general shortage. Winter wheat in the Un¬ 
ited States is less than it has been during the 
past forty years, and Argentine, which shipped 
sixty-four million bushels of wheat to Europe 
last year, has placed an embargo on all expor¬ 
tation. The acreage under crop in Canada this 
year is 7,827,016 against 8,436,650 last year. 

Against all this it is estimated that the 
1917-18 requirements of the Allies and European 
neutral countries open to trade will amount to 
670,000,090 bushels, and since the'surplus which 
ean be obtained from available sources amounts 
to only 370,000,000 bushels, the Allies and neut¬ 
rals must face a deficit of 200,000,000 bushels. 
Europe will very shortly be faced with starva. 
tion, as the prices will be beyond the reach of 
the poor. • 

Such is the condition to-day on the present 
reckoping. On the last analysis the victory goes 
to those who have utilized the plough to the 
greatest advantage. If Canada does her duty 


every available tract will be cultivated. We [0 
cannot do enough; let alone too much. Every 
one must help to feed the world. If the posi¬ 
tion iB such that help cannot be given by pro¬ 
duction there is another way, and that iB con¬ 
servation of what we have. Let there be no 
waste. Waste of food is a crime and every ef¬ 
fort must be made to utilize instead of waste. 
Immediate appreciation^ this fact is essential 
if we are to do our duty. In fact, the day has 
gone by when this should be left to individual 
incentive, it is time that restrictions were en¬ 
forced which would govern our supply. Wk 
shall have to come to it sooner or later and the. 
sooner it is taken in hand the easier it will be to 
deal with. 


NOTES 


The forming of an automobile club in Vul¬ 
can, as reported in our last issue, is a matter of 
great interest to all owners of cars, and one 
which is directly for their benefit. The aims of 
the club are to see that motoring facilities 
throughout the district, and by means of co-op¬ 
eration with other clubs, throughout the pro¬ 
vince, are improved. This means the construct¬ 
ion and keeping in repair of good roads, direc¬ 
tion signs to be placed along The roads, danger 
spots indicated, and to have accurate touring 
information for the benefit of the members and 
such autoists as pass through this district. Now 
there is not one of these improvements which 
does not benefit the farmer since he depends 
so much on good roads, and he will benefit to a 
greater extent by joining the club and further¬ 
ing the matter of good roads; 


The question of prohibiting the use of grain 
for the manufacture of drink was discussed at 
Ottawa some days ago, and received scant sym¬ 
pathy. Since then the United States senate has 
decided by a vote of 38 to 32, to forbid the use 
of cereals or grain in the manufacture of intox¬ 
icating liquors. 

Now there is no reason in . the world why 
grain used for this purpose should not be turned 
to better use, and if the United States can do it 
surely we can. The argument that such action 
will destroy a market for barley does not hold 
water, as it can be raised to just as great an 
extent for food as for liquor. It is -fully time 
that we got away from these misleading notions 
about destroying markets when the same mar¬ 
kets are luxuries capable of being abolished for 
the general good. But the longer we dally with 
the matter the worse it will be for us. It is of 
little use to preach thrift and conservation when 
we do not put our precepts into practice.

The council has rescinded the milk bylaw 
which imposed a tax of $20 on all milk dealers. 
The result of the enactment was that it squeez¬ 
ed all save one out of business and left the town 
with only one source of public supply. Shortage 
resulted and the council are going to try anoth¬ 
er bylaw, yet to be decided upon. 

The bylaw was doomed from the outset. In 
the first place a tax of $20 is prohibitive, and in 
the second place all that the town should require 
from milk dealers is cleanliness, not money. 
Regular inspection of milk and .dairies by the 
Health Officer and a nominal tax not exceeding 
$5 from dealers is sufficient. Our idea is that 
not only milk for sale, but all milk in the town 
should be liable to inspection. Why should the 
private individual not have his dairy and milk 
inspected while the one who sells milk have to 
he under the bylaw? There is as much danger 
from the one as the other.

"Nothing in this Bylaw shall prevent 
any person from waiving his rights under 
this Bylaw and taking compensation in 
any court of competent jurisdiction,from 
any person owning any animal, through 
which damage has been caused, contrary 
to the provisions of this Bylaw. 

"Any person found guilty of s breach 
of this Bylaw, shall upon anmmarv con¬ 
viction, forfeit and pay a penaltj not ex 
caadlng 1100.00 and costs for every of¬ 
fence and in default of the payment there¬ 
of it shall be lawful for the Justice so 
convicting to sentence the offender or 
offenders to imprisonment in the nearest 
common goal, with or without hard 
labour, for a period not exceeding 30 
days, unless the said penalty and costs, 
including the cost of the committal, be 
sooner paid.”

has since continued to be, a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of an allied or nentral 
country, may homestead a quarter-sec¬ 
tion of available Dominion Land in Mar - 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person at Dominion 
l^nda Agency or Sab-Agency for Ilia- 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land in 
each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Reside six months in each of 
three years after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon . as 
homestead patent on certain condition*. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if hecannot secure a pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price 83.00 per acre. Most 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 60 acres and erect a house worth

At a lat¬ 
er date, September 1, tlic fall fish¬ 
eries are inaugurated; the fifteenth 
day of October terminates this. For 
pickerel, activities begin on Novem¬ 
ber 20, and continue throughout the 
winter months until May 1. It is not 
possible to locate any portion ot 
Lake Winnipeg waters which are de¬ 
void of edible piscatorial denizens; a 
feature not indigenous to every wat¬ 
erway of greater dimensions. To 
operate Lake Winnipeg fisheries, sev¬ 
eral companies, two of whirh are the 
Northern and Northwest Navigation, 
form the principal participants. Var¬ 
ious private individuals arc also en¬ 
gaged in the industry; of these, Rod¬ 
erick Smith of Selkirk, may be nam¬ 
ed. A large portion of the catch 
taken during the winter season, is 
dispatched from Riverton (formerly 
named Icelandic River); at the pres¬ 
ent time this town constitutes the 
northern terminus of railway trans¬ 
portation. The capacity of steam 
vessels employed by the companies 
represent large tonnage. That well 
known craft, the Wolverine, posses¬ 
ses a cargo capacity of two hundred 
tons, and an amount of similar quan¬ 
tity is frequently the freight list of 
the. steamer the Grand Rapids. For 
each sailboat the Department of Ma¬ 
rine and Fishery regulations permit 
a usage of three thousand yards of 
net. A tug may utilize two thousand 
yards in excess of sailboat figures. 
The most prolific denizen- of Lake 
Winnipeg waters is the whitefish; the 
tullabcc or fresh water herring, is 
likewise abundantly supplied. As a 
I reventative measure against fish d»- 
plelion, hatcheries arc established at 
Selkirk, Big Island, Dauphin River 
(the Little Saskatchewan). A sys¬ 
tem of cold storage is conducted at 
the following stations; Little and Big 
George Island, Sandy Islands (great¬ 
er and lesser); at Black River (two); 
a similar number at Warren’s Land¬ 
ing; at Eagle Island, operations ifc 
at present time not in progress.- I hc 
piscatorial resources of Lake \\ intii- 
peg arc not diminishing, hut to the 
lontrary. The present winter f 1917) 
is attesting the fact that the lake’s 
v/aters are teeming with fish life. 
Frequently has the remark been made 
by persons unconversant with actual 
facts, that the fish are gradually mi 
g raring from Lake Winnipeg into 
.waters of more northerly locations. 
Such statement is erroneous. ^It is 
correct that some'species are prone 
to travel northward at the season of 
spawning; Lake St. Martin is the des¬ 
tination of such.
